Pensacola 
Hit by Fuel 
Explosion 


PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP)- 


-'Three 50,000 gallon gasoline 
tanks exploded in a waterfront 
storage field early today, forc- 
ing evacuation of a five-block 
residential area. 


"It looked like an atom bomb 


explosion," said Escambla Dep- 
uty Edward Mayor, describing 
the initial blast. 


He said flames shot an esti- 


mated 300 feet in the air and 
Pensacola's western waterfront 
area was quickly blanketed in 
heavy, oily smoke. 


Officials began rousing sleep- 


ing residents before the-second 
blast shook the area. 


"Every available Pensacola 


fireman" joined the Navy and 
Coast 
Guard in battling the 


blaze, said Sheriff's Sgt. Ed 
Brown. 


Two Navy firefighting tugs 


poured chemical foam and tons 
of water on the blazing tanks. 


Jim Loudermllk, manager of 


the Phillips .66 distribating com- 
pany, said the fire started when 
a crew was pumping gas from a 
barge into a tank. He "said he 
didn't know what sparked the 
fire. 


The barge remained connect- 


ed to the burning tank during 
the battle to contain the fire. An 
official said, "If we break the 
connection, we'll lose a certain 
amount and we don't know what 
would happen then." 


Brown said the storage com- 


plex includes nine other tanks 
holding either gas or kerosene. 


No injuries were reported but

Airport Jam

Senate has been urged to take 
prompt action on a bill designed 
to ease the growing congestion 
that has all but throttled some 
of the nation's major airports In 
recent days, 


A parliamentary protest Mon- 


day delayed action until today's 
session at the earliest while the 
blacklash of congestion and con- 
troversy over Us cause posed 
mounting problems for the na- 
tion's airlines, 


"This has really been put off 


too long," said Sen, John sten» 
nis, D-Mlss,, floor manager of 
the bill that would provide In- 


creased equipment and person- 
nel. 


He said air congestion is

While the Senate moves to

druggist does make a mistake, he 
is not liable if there is no causal 
connection between his mistake 
and the ultimate injury. Take this 
case: 


A druggist sold a customer a 


powerful purgative, without prop- 
erly labelling the bottle. The cus- 
tomer, well aware of what he had 
bought, mischievously slipped some 
into a friend's coffee. 


For the unhappy consequences to 


the friend, the druggist was held 
blameless. The court pointed out 
that his faulty label had no con- 
nection with what happened, be- 
cause .the prankster would have 
done the same thing even if the 
label had been right.* '

"'Furthermore, a customer must 


show';a reasonable regard for his 
own safety. In another "wrong 
medicine" case, the customer made 
his purchase from a young, inex- 
perienced clerk while the regular 
pharmacist was out of the store. 


Here the clerk, after bringing out 


a bottle, confessed that he didn't 
know what he was selling. Never- 
theless the customer insisted the 
medicine must be what he wanted 
because it "smelled right." 


A court ruled afterward that the 


customer himself was guilty of neg- 
ligence, for buying medicine by 
using his nose instead of by using 
his head.

ed at Malson Blanche, the Al- 
giers airport. Then the Algerian 
government confirmed that the 
plane was at the airport under 
guard and that the passengers 
also were being kept at the air- 
port. 


Algerian officials told nine 


Italians among the passengers, 
including seven Roman Catholic 
priests on a pilgrimage to the

Land, that they could 


leave Algeria.

There was no report of U.S.

Earlier, the Viet Cong and 


North 
Vietnamese hit allied 


posts in the northern provinces 
with their heaviest shelling in 
recent weeks. American casual- 
ties were reported light, and 
damage to aircraft and other fa- 
cilities negligible to light. Initial 
reports said four South Viet- 
namese civilians and two sol- 
diers were killed, and 17 govern- 
ment soldiers were wounded. 


The enemy slammed between 


200 and 300 rounds of mortars 
and 
huge 
100-pound Russian 


rockets into U.S. and South Viet- 
namese military installations 
around Da Nang, South Viet- 
nam's second largest city and 
the headquarters for military 
operations to the five northern- 
most provinces; south of Hue, 
the old imperial captial 50 miles 
north of Da Nang, and in Quang 
Ngai province, 75 miles south of 
Da Nang, where a followup 
ground attack on the provincial 
capital was repulsed.
